2. This question of the Chinese infantile 
mortality has been often before the Govern:

ut back as .1886-when the Hon, A. P.. Mace 
Ewen raised the question in the Legislative 
Council. The outcome of this was a niost 
elaborate report from the late secretary to the 
“Sanitary Board (Mr, Hugh. McCatium) deal: 
ing'with the whole question and locating this 
very largely to the two- convents, He hns 
Jurther clearly shown that this large death-rate 
was due not ta any intrinsic defects ex- 
isting in these two institutions, but to the 
large numbers of inoribund children damp- 
ed ‘at the doors’ of these convenis.

Colonial Surgeun, Dr. Ayres, as well as from

4. In 190 (C.S.0. 1367 of igot) the annual 
report of Medical Officer of Health far 1900, 
again brought up the whole question of Chin- 
ese infantile mortality and of thé unreliability 
of the registration of births and deaths. This 
led to another voluine of correspondence in 
which the Medical Officer of Health endea- 
voured to in roduce a Hill to amend the Births 
and Deaths Registration Ordinance of 1896, 
Kiving him powers to order postmortem in 
every case where the death was not duly 
certified, The Medical Officer of Health further 
recommended that a small fee be paid to the 
midwives far every birth reported by them and 
in order to verify these the services of female 
visiturs should be obtained to investigate 
the accuracy of these registrations, while the 
conimittee of the Sanitary Board who were 


at fee of 50 cents be paid to either parent on the 
notificat.on of the birth being made within one 
month, 

5. In his report for 1902 the Medical Officer 
+f Health says with regard to the infant death- 
tate being so high, that this means either that 
Chinese infant death-rate is enormous or that 
au considerable number of births under one 
snonth remains unregistered, or perhaps that a 
number of infants are brought inta the colony 
from the mainland and die here. With regard 
fo the latter part of this statement, these 
children were thought to be brought here for 
traffic to Singapore, and it called forth a letter 
from the Registrar General's Office dated rath 
June, 1991, 1n C.S.0. 1895 on the subject, but 
+n enquiry it was found that the officer who | 
examines the women and children had always 
refused to allow women accompanied by 
children evidently not ‘their own to proceed 
south. In {gaz this officer from the harbour 
department reported that no suspicious case of 
this kind had come before him, so that this 
suprosed traffic had evidently been stopped. 
Under these circumstances this cannot be 
taken as acause of the disproportion of the 
births and deaths. On this subject the com- 
mittee are of opinion that a very large number 
of births under one month remains unregister- 
ed, perhips amounting to between one-third 
and half the total number, The chief cause of 
this non-registration 1» the national traning or 
ideas of the Chinese community, for it 15. well:

6. The returns supplied by the acting Medical 
Officer of Health from July tgoz, to June, 1903, 
show that the greater number of infantile deaths 
under the heading of “Infantile convulsive 
diseases,” occurs.in the two convents. Of the 
total 1,073 iufanule deaths in the Colony of 
children under one year, we find 495 were from 
fetanus, trismus and con’ ulsions, te, 46.1 per 
cent. Of this latter figure (495) the French Con- 
vent supplies 370 or 74.7 percent. In this con- 
vent during the above period there were 1,392 
admissions and 1,271 deaths equal to 91.3 per 
cent. of deaths to admission‘; of these deaths 
we have 277 ur 21.8 per cent. due to érismus 
and ¢ funus, * 

In the Iralian Convent we have 341 admis.

7. The retums. given by the Government 
Bacteriologist of autopsies performed by him 
during the same period os above, namely 
July, 1902, to June, 1903, are imporiant.

NORTHERN NOTES.

CONFERENCE IN TOKYO 
BETWEEN CANINET AND ..RLDER*STATESMEN, 
The’ conference between the Cabinet and 
Elder-Statesmen which we ‘stated would 


shortly take place was held yesterday at the 
Premier’s official residence, says_the... Kohe 


Chronicle of 11th inst.” It was expected that | 


the conference would take place atthe Palace, 
and be presided over by the Emperor, but the 
Premier was indisposed and unable to leave 
the house, There were present Count 
Matsugata, Count Inouye, Marquis’ Ito, and, 
Marquis Yamagata, with Marshal Marquis 
Oyama, General Baron Kodama, Admiral lto, 
and Rear-Admiral Ijuin, ia additiun to the 
Ministers for War, Navy, Finance, and Forgign 
Affairs, 

As'is usual at these important conferences, 
strict’ precautions, were taken against any 
particulars leaking? out. It is generally be- 
lieved, however, that the conference had a 
two-fold object—first to confirm the resolutions 
adopted by the Ministry with regard to the 
rejection of the Russian Reply, and secondly 
to frame an actual ultimatum. 

A few days wil shaw if this view is correct, 
Meanwhile we regret to say thal we see no 
justification so far as Japan is concerned. for 
the more hopeful views expressed in the 
telegrams from Europe. There is no abate- 
ment in preparations either ashore or afloat, 
and no expense is.being spared to complete the 
machinery of war. 

On Sunday'morning Marshal Marquis Oyama 
and General Baron Kodama waited upon the 
Emperor and made a report on military affairs. 
On the previous day Admiral Ito, Président of 
the Naval Staff Department, and Admiral Ijuin 
also had an atidience of the Emperor and re- 


plied to the questions put by his Majesty relat- 


ing to the Navy, 

There was a slight recovery of shares and 
bonds yesterday, due to a belief on the Stock 
Exchanges that Russia would give way.

Before the council 
took place, Admiral Baron Yamamoto, Minister 
for the Navy, acting on behalf of the Premier, 
waited upon the Emperor and rep. rted on the 
result of the joint conference of Ministers and 
Elder Statesmen on the previous day. At 
6 o'clock yesterday evening the conference with 
the Emperor was still in session, 

Inan article in yesterday's issue the Aotumin 
hints ‘that nothing apparently remarkable will 
be done for the next ten days, and, while 
remarking that the diplomatic resources are not 
necessarily exhausted even at this moment, 
declares that “owing to the palpable 
insincerity of the Northern Power, the situation 
now assimes the most acute, form.” The 
Xokumin is credited with having special 
sources of information, and the paragraph 
Seems to suggest that Jupan intends to ask, 
Russia to give a final answer within ten days 
whether or not the Northern Power intends to 
concede Japan's irreducible minimum, for- 
mu'ated several months ago, :
